Father Is Slain, Son 
Dangerously Wounded 
and Officer Shot During 


Foray at Winder. 


NO WHISKY 


FOUND IN HOUSE 


Winder Men Resent Ef- 
fort at Search Ordered 
in Warrant AHeged To 


Be Defective. . 


Winder, Ga., October 16.—(Spe- 
tial.)—An “information” search war- 
rant upon which a raid was made on 
2 private home here by local police 
looking for liquor late today resulted 
in the death of one man, the serious 
wounding of another and the shooting 
of a third. No liquor was found. 

Jess Morgan, father of Grady Mor- 
gan, whose home was raided by offi- 
cers, died at a local hospital with four 
bullet wounds in his body. Grady 
Morgan, with three bullet wounds, was 
in a critical condition, while Police- 
man Hall, one of the raiding officers, 
was in a hospital with less serious 
wounds. 

The officers, under the leadership 
of Chief of Police R. L. Carroll, drove 
to the home of Gragy Morgan, which 
they entered with a warrant issued 
upon “information” that a load of 
liquor had been cached therein. 

Friends of the Morgans tonight 
claimed that the raid was _ illegal, 
citing the Georgia law to the effect 
that “knowledge alone, not informa- 
tion, and “supported by oath or af- 
firmation,’’, justifies the issuance of a 
nt. 

investigation revealed 
that no whigky was hidden in either 
Morgan’s homme or in his small store 
nearby. The pfficers got into their car, 
they allege, And prepared to drive off 
When Jess Morgan and Bull Morgan, 
uncle of Grady, drove up. 

According to the story told by the 
officers following the shooting, Jess 
Morgan thad been drinking when he

the action of the officers, It 
is said that he centered his alleged 
abuse upon his brother-in-law, Officer 
Hall, and after an argument struck 
Hall -in the face with a soft drink 
bottle. 


At this juncture, the officers re- 
ported, Grady Morgan seized Chief 
Carroll and held the officer in front 
of him while he fired at the other 
officers, Jess Morgan also began shoot- 
ing, the officers say, and Hall fell 
with three bullet wounds. 

In the genéral firing, the folice 
said, it was impossible to determine 
who shot either of the Morgans. Offi- 
cers allege that the Morgans had been 
suspected of selling liquor and follow- 
ing the shooting the grand jury, which 
Was in session, hastily returned in- 
dictments against Jess Morgan for 
violation of the prohibition law. 

None of the other policemen in the 
raiding squad were wounded.

Houses were made to tremble in 
Milford, Wilton, Amherst and Mount 
Vernon as well as several other small- 
er villages clustered close to the 
southern border of the state.

MANAGEROF STORE 
WOUNDED IN DUEL 
WITH TWO BANDITS 


Willet Smith Is in Hos- 

pital in Serious Condi- 
tion; One of Holdup 
Men Believed Shot. 


Shet down in a pistol duel while 
defending his drug store at 908 Boule- 
vard, N. E., from two holdup men 
late Tuesday night, Manager Willet 
Smith was in a serious condition early 
this morning at a local hospital, and 
police wer~ seeking his assailants, ane 
of whom is believed to have been 
wounded by bullets fired by the victim 
of the bandits. 

According to aceounts of the shoot- 
ing, as given by eye witnesses, two 
young and well dressed white men 
walked into the store about 11:30 
o'clock and called out to the manager 
that they were going to rob him. 

Manager Deceived. 

Their careless manner and the fact 
that they showed no weapons appar- 
ently led Smith to believe that they 
were joking and he walked forward, 
laughing, but with his hand on a gun 
in his coat pocket. 

One of the two holdup men sud- 
denly drew a weapon and with a com- 


plete change ot manner, abruptly or- 
dered the manager to toss up his 
hands. ‘“‘We mean it. We are not 
fooling, and we are going to rob you.” 
Smith then jerked his hand from 
his pocket, bringing his gun with it 
and one of the bandits staggered as 
the manager fired a single shot. As 
he turned to the other he was met 
with a bullet and fell to the floor. 
The bandit then turned his fire on 
Tom Kirkpatrick, an employee. His 
bullets went wild this time, shattering 
the glass behind the soda fountain but 
failing to hit the employee. 
Bandits Escape. 
The bandit then pocketed his gun 
and with his companion made his way 
to a waiting car and the pair made 
good their -escape. . , 
An ambulance was hastily summon- 
ed from Blanchard and Hart and 
Smith was carried to the hospital, 
where doctors pronounced his wound 
serious. 
Officers Gunn and MecGarrity were 
summoned and watch was placed over 
all city hospitals to apprehend the 
bandit who is believed to have been 
wounded in the event that he applies 
for treatment.

New York, October 16.—(/)—Two 
score of gallant men who had shown 
a new way to the commerce of the air 
by their flight in the Graf Zeppelin 
from Germany tonight were the guests 
of an enthusiastic city after a tumul- 
tuous welcome in the late afternoon. 

The largest city of the land for- 
got its business for a time to hail 
the crew of the dirigible, symbolic of 
a new era in transportation of pas- 
sengers and cargoes. 

At 3:50 p. m. the visitors were 
landed from the municipal tug Macom 
at the battery. Patient men and wom- 
en had waited since early morning at 
the landing and a chorus of 10,000 
voices was on hand to cheer. 

Flag Decorations. - 

The grey office buildings had blos- 
somed forth with the flags of two 
republics, Germany and the United 
States, and from their upper stories, 
as the parade formed and moved up 
Broadway, came that paper storm 
which office workers delight to shower 
on the heroes who pass below them. 


The mounts of patrolmen cavorted 
ahead of the automobiles bearing the 
city’s guests and behind marched 
smartly picked detachments of the- 
army and navy. The sidewalks were 
packed from curb to wall and at street 
intersections extended further back, 

The crowd cheered Dr. Hugo 
Eckener, the commander, and his son 
who dared the storm to repair the 
crippled ship. But it cheered as heart- 
ily the cook, the steward, mechanics 
and all the others of the little band. 

A ticket was necessary to enter city 
hall plaza, terminus of the parade, 
and that was no assurance that one 
could make one’s way through the 
throngs. ; 
Greeted by Acting Mayor. 

Acting Mayor Joseph V. McKee 
gave the visitors their formal wel- 
come. 

“You are creating and beginning,” 
he said, “a new intercourse between 
nations—an intercourse of friendship 
—an intercourse of commerce, where- 
by the wants and needs of the peo- 
ple of the world will be better served.” 

He added his congratulations to 
the German people who had made the 
flight possible. 

Dr. Eckener returned his thanks 
for the welcome of the city and said 
he hoped the flight might bring the 
two peoples nearer together. 

A little later the visitors were 
guests at a private dinner presided 
over by the acting mayor. This eve- 
ning they occupied the choicest seats 
at a musical show and topped that off

“IT am really sorry that I pleaded 
‘not guilty by reas6n of insanity’,” he 
declared. 

Governor C. C. Young at Sacra- 
mento today declined to halt the exe- 
cution of Hickman, set for 10 a..m. 
Friday, expressing disbelief in the 
theory of insanity made in an appeal 
to him by the youth’s father, Thomas 
Hickman, of El Paso, Tex., and his 
attorney, Jerome K. Walsh, of Kan- 
sas City. Earlier the governor had 
received a letter from. the, youth’s 
mother, Mrs. Eva Hickman, of Kan- 
sas City, pleading for commutation of 
the sentence to life imprisonment.

Hickman from the noose, the governor 
told Walsh. Warden James’B. Holo- 
han, of San Quentin, is empowered, 
if he believes Hickman insane, to in- 
struct the district attorney of Marin 
county to form a board of 
to examine and determine Hickman’s 
mental status.

BOYKIN TO PRESENT

Address by North Caro- 
lina Editor Will Mark 
Formal Opening of Dem- 
ocratic Drive in County. 


Issues of the presidential campaign 
will be discussed tonight at the At- 
lanta theater by Josephus . Daniels, 
editor of the Raleigh News and Ob- 
server and secretary of the navy un- 
der President Wilson, in a mass meet- 
ing which will mark the formal open- 
ing of the democratic campaign in 
Fulton county. 

The meeting will start at 8 o’clock, 
with Charles B. Shelton, county at- 
torney, chairman of the Fulton Coun- 
ty Democratic club, as presiding of- 
ficer.

ell, Jr., Sheriff James I. Lowry, Alex

A special invitation to all physi- 
cians and surgeons who are attending 
the international assembly of the In- 
terstate Post-Graduate Medical Asso- 
ciation of North America, to hear Mr. 
Daniels’ address, has been extended by 
Mr. Shelton. 

Mr. Daniels, who enjoys a national 
reputation for eloquence, will discuss 
the issues,ef the campaign and the 
personalities “of fhe presidential can- 
didates in their light of their written 
records and established reputations, it 
was announced. His remarks will hold

Hverett Monday, charged with driv- 
ing a stolen automobile, shoved aside 
Deputy Marshal J. G. Lowers, ran 
down the stairs and into a crowded 
street. He purchased a cap at a 
store next to the federal building and 
later disappeared in the shopping 
throngs. 

Banghart said he had been living 
in Philadelphia and frequently visit- 
ed his wife and child in Detroit. The 
prisoner said he recently had figured 
in a plane smash up at Cooperstown, 
Pa., but was not injured. 

Banghart was sentenced at Dayton, 
Ohio, to two years in Atlanta for 
transporting a stolen car and had 
served eight months when he escaped.

IN ARKANASAS FOR 
DEFAMING BIBLE 


_ Little Rock, Ark., October 16.—() 
Charles Smith, of New York, presi- 
dent of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Atheism, Inc., 


was arrested here Jate today on a 
charge of violating a censorship ordi- 
nance forbidding the use of the “name 
of God or of Jesus Christ, the sa- 
viour” in “scenes and acts” except 
in “veneration and worship.” He 
was released on his recognizance for 
appearance in municipal court tomor- 
row morning. 

Smith was arrested by Chief of

GRAF ZEPPELIN 
HOUSED AT LAKEHURST. 


Land coated,

Lakehurst, N. J., October 16.—(4) 
The largest airship ever built, its 
silver envelope containing inflammable 
hydrogen, was berthed today at the 


United States naval air station after 
completing the longest commercial 
flight from Europe. Three other di- 
rigibles, inflated with non-inflammable 
helium, huddled in the hangar close 
beside the Graf Zeppelin. 

Smoking was sternly prohibited, 
and in certain places no one was al- 
lowed except with rubber soled shoes 
lest so small a thing as a spark from 
a nailed heel cause disaster. 

The mighty Graf Zeppelin, which 
floated up from the Zeppelin works 
at Friederichshafen last Thursday 
morning with a crew of 40 men and 
a passenger list of 20, landed here 
at 5:38 p. m., yesterday after play- 
ing tag with the elements over a zig- 
zag course estimated at 6,300 miles, 
requiring 111 hours 38 minutes. It 
was berthed at 3 a. m. this morning 
after spending most of the night at- 
tached to a mooring mast. 

The other dirigibles in the hangar 
were the Los Angeles and two com- 
paratively tiny non-rigid blimps. 

The Graf Zeppelin arrived as day 
was dropping away into the dusk just 
four years to a day after the arrival 
of the navy Los Angeles from the 
same starting point. 

After the Graf Zeppelin was groun,l- 
ed it was walked by the landing 
crew to the open doors of the hangar 
but a 12-mile cross wind was blowinz 
and it was decided that under these 
conditions that it would not be safe 
to try to shoehorn ‘the great ship in 
beside the others. After the passen- 
gers were taken off and escorted un- 
der guard to the custom room in the 
hangar the ship was walked out onto 
the field again and attached to the 
stuh mast near the high mast. 

There it swng, with a_ skeleton 
crew aboard, until 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing, when the wind died. Then a 
landing crew routed from its bunks 
walked the ship neatly into the han- 
gar where if stretched from end to 
end, a proud cock of the air with the 
Ios Angeles for its hen and the two 
blimps for her. eggs. .

There was a small American hos 
pital in Paris in 1914, Dr. Gros said, 
ut quite insignificant ¢empared to 
the present establishment. It had 
been the dream for many years of 
Dr. Gros and other American physi- 
cians and surgeons to sectre a great 
American hospital there. 

Then came the war. Americans in 
France, sympathizing with the cause 
of the. allies, gave their money and 
their effort to the creation of the 
American ambulance service, Doc- 
tors, nurses and civilians jumped at 
the opportunity’to serve France and 
one of the most noble pages in the 
history of the war thus began. More 
than 100,000 wounded, French, Brit- 
ish and, later, Americans, -were treat- 
ed through this organization. 

From the American ambulance 
service grew the present magnificent 
hospital, an institution founded and 
endowed by Americans who wished to

Old Hotel Dieu. 


Dr. Gros, in his paper on the his- 
tory of hospitals in France, stated 
that most of his data was secured 
from the archives of the old Hotel 
Dieu, in Paris. The*Hotel Dieu is 
the oldest hospital in France, having 
been founded in 650 A. D. 

These records show, said Dr. Gros, 
that in the sixteenth century the idea 
of a bed fof each patient was an un- 
heard of luxury. The beds stood in 
tripleérows down the length of the 
wards and each four-poster, with side 
curtains drawn at night, containued 
five or six patients. All kinds of 
cases were mixed up in the same bed, 
one often eontaining an obstetrical 
case, an advanced case of skin disease, 
a fever patient, and an insane yper- 
son. Medicines and lotions for all the 
patients in each bed were placed upon 
a board at the foot, he said, with the 
result that they were frequently mixed 
and the wrong medicine given to each 
patient. However, in many cases, it 
made no material difference, when the 
type of medicine used is considered. 


Insane Patients Chained. 


Insane patients, Dr, Gros explain- 
ed; were c¢hained in corners of the 
Hotel Dieu until another place was 
built for them, where they were 
chained as beasts in open cages. |

Reveals Two of Same Name 


Inquiry into the war between the 
states record of W. R. Marchman, 
whose widow, living in Dallas, Texas, 


is seeking information on. his ‘war 
service so as to obtain a pension, re- 
vealed Tuesday at the. office of the 
Georgia soldier roster commission 
that two men of that name enlisted 
in the Confederate forces from Geor- 
ia 


One William R. Marchman enlisted 
as a private in company B, eighth 
Georgia infantry, state guards, on 
August 4, 1863, at Decatur, for six 
months, ‘and the roll of December 31, 
1863-January 31, 1864, shows him 
present. . The other Ww. R. Marchman 
enlisted in Company H, second regi- 
ment Georgia Reserves, on April 25, 
1864, in DeKalb county, and the 
roll for January-February, 1865, 
shows him present. 

Mrs. Marchman’s husband died five 
years ago, and now the widow, need- 
ing funds, would like to make appli- 
eation for pension, but she must have 
the names of two witnesses who can 
state that Marchman served in the 
Confederate army, according to John 
H. Cullom, tax receiver of Dallas 
county, Texas, Mr. Cullom wrote the 
Constitution that Marchman was a 
member of Company B, Seventh Geor- 


gia troops, and volunteered at De- 
ecatur. It is believed that the first 
Marchman whose record is given above 
was the one about whom the inferma- 
tion is sought, although the record 
shows that he served in the eighth 
instead of the seventh regiment.

Waste in Postoffices. 


In the city of New York a site 
was acquired as far back as 1915 
at a cost of $290,000, and not a 
single thing has been done to put a 
building on it. In the meanwhile the 
government is renting outside quar- 
ters at an annual cost of $60,000. 
This is not economy. This is delib- 
erate waste. 

Over a year ago a site was acquir- 
ed in Chicago at a cost of close to 
$4,000,000. The new federal build- 
ing there is designed to cost $14.250,- 
000. ‘The last session of congress ap- 
propriated just $300,000, not enough 
for the foundation, and the govern-. 
ment is paying in rent for postal fa- 
cilities in the city of Chicago $243.,- 
000 a year. This is not economy. It 
is gross waste. Aside from that, the 
postmaster general in a recent report 
said that a large part of the increased 
cost of operating the postal service of 
this country was directly chargeable 
to antiquated facilities. Withhold- 
ing appropriations for up-to-date fa- 
cilities is not economy; it is loss, 
and would not be permitted for a mo- 
ment in any well-organized private 
business. : 

In Richmond, Va., the government 
as far back as 1916 acquired a site 
for a postoffice that cost $450,000, 
and not a single dollar has since been 
appropriated in all that time to put 
a building on the land. 

In the city of Pittsburgh, Penn., the 
government expended $2,077,000 for a 
site for a postoffice. The postoffice 
is designed to cost $6,425,000; and 
this year they appropriated $300,000, 
not sufficient to make any kind of a 
start on the building. In the mean- 
while they are paying $173,000 a year 
rent, and losing in addition $95,000 
a year which the assistant postmaster 
general testified could be saved in the 
operation of the postoffice when the 
new building is completed.

In 
the schools for Indian children the 
average spent per child for food was 
as low as nine cents a day, and mal- 
nutrition was evident. 
Hoover Must Be Blind. 


In all the record of the public busi- 
ness at Washington there is no more 
palpable evidence of neglect than the 
treatment of the republican admin- 
istration of the question of proper 
housing for the army. 

I could go into this at very great 
length to show a wilful and a known 
neglect of the property of the federal 
government used for housing our sol- 
diers. Suffice it for me to say that no 
well organized business institution in 
the world would tolerate for one week 
what has been going on in the govern- 
ment at Washington during the pres- 
ent administration. Let me quote the 
secretary of war, who said: 

“T have not hesitated to say quite 
frequently that I think the conditions 
of our housing is a very serious mat- 
ter and almost amounts to a national 
scandal.” 

What does Mr. Hoover think of 
that: kind of economy? He should not 
pass that question along to Dr. Work. 
The Amcrican people are entitled to 
know from his own words whether or 
not he approves of an economy that 
starves Indian children and fails to 
provide adequate housing and proper 
eating and sleeping quarters for the 
American saldier. 

In a later speech in the campaign 
I propose to take up the question of 
the reorganization of the government, 
a great reform designed to bring about 
real economy, and promised by both 
President Harding and President 
Coolidge, and by spokesmen for both 
of their administrations, and which 
because of weakness and lack of lead- 
ership and questions of patronage in- 
volved, was never carried out, even in 
the slightest degree. . 

Mr. Hoover has been identified with 
the administration of our govern- 
ment for many years. If he is unable 
to see these things in their true light 
I am forced to the conclusion that he 
(oes not understand the operations of 
the government. If he does see them 
I am unable to understand how he 
could have made that exaggerated and 
grossly misleading statement that by 
“rigorous economy. federal expenses 
have been reduced by two billions per 
annum.” 

Real economy, as applied to na- 
tional affairs, is not only prudent 
management and expenditure, but far- 
sighted planning in the interest not 
only of the people of today but of 
those of the future. It involves the 
protection and the development of 
our natural resources of all kinds. It 
means facing the problems of the 
country and meeting the cost—what- 
ever it may be. 

According to my ideas of economy, 
the last two administrations have 
been as wasteful as any the country 
has -ever seen. They attempted te 
give away our natural resources. They 
have postponed and neglected the most 
pressing needs, 

When I take my place at the head 
of this great nation I will meet these 
problems squarely and without the 
waste of a single dollar. I will ex- 
plain to the people the financial needs 
of the country with frankness and 
honesty. .On the record the republican 
party is helpless. Relief can only 
come by democratic victory on the 
sixth of November.

EPISCOPAL BISHOPS

Washington, October 16.—(P)—A 
special prayer for Independence day 
was approved by the house of bishops 
of the Episcopal church today follow- 
ing a spirited debate in the general 
convention of the church.

Bishops Boyd Vincent, of southern 
Ohio; Thomas F. Gailor, of Tennes- 
see, and William T. Manning, of New 
York, led the attack against ratifica- 
tion of the new prayer. The proposal 
was carried by one vote more than 
the constitutional majority of 67. 

Text of Prayer. >

Eternal God, through whose 
mighty power our fathers won their 
liberties of old, grant. we beseech 
Thee, that we and all the people of

An early 
return flow of funds to New York 
is expected by bankers to bring the 
rate down to around 6 per cent before 
the end of the week. Time money 
was in more plentiful supply at 7 per 
cent, with the demand relatively light. 

Factors in Oil Buying. 

The sudden outburst of buying in

records of the national agricultural 


advisory committee, hitherto unpub- 
lished, show that Herbert Hoover not 
only cabled the wheat price-fixing 
committee in August, 1918, urging 
that the price to be held down, but 
at an mattier meeting held in March 
personally appeared before the com- 
mittee in company with Julius H. 
Barnes, chairman of the yrain corpora- 
tion, took part in its deliberations and 
himself put the questions whether the 
committee should sanction any price

These official recqrds are at vipi- 
ance with the claims of Senator Wil- 
liam E. Borah and other republican 
speakers ‘that Hoover had nothing to 
do with the price of wheat during. the 
war. They corroborate the statement 
of former Governor Henry C. Stuart, 
Chairman of the committee, that Hoo- 
ver was responsible for holding down 
the price of the 1919 wheat crop 2 
cents a bushel less than the price rec- 
ommended by the committee.
